THE COPYRIGHT QUESTION. 
From the “ Philadelphia Press,” 


On the 27th of this month, a Congress will be held at Brussels, in 
order to take intu consideration the state of literary artistic property. 
and to deliberate upon the means of preparing a general international 
copyright law. The main object, and a very praiseworthy object it 
must be considered, is to secure equal rights of copyright for authors 
and artists in all parts of the civilized world. 

Our friends, the New York Book Publishers’ Association, held a 
meeting last week to decide on the propriety of appointing a del- 
egate to represent their views at the Brussels’ Congress, and, after 
some objections, adopted a resolution which we find thus reported, in 
that useful and well conducted journal, Tne American PuBLisneErs’ 
CirocuLar :—[Here follows the resolution as contained in this journal of 
11th inst.] 

They turther agreed that Mr. Frederick 8. Cozzens be deputed to at- 
tend the Congress, on behalf of the Association, and represent its views, 
as expressed in this resolution. Mr. Cozzens is well known, as agent for 
Longworth’s Cincinnati wines, and as author of Zhe Sparrowgrass Papers, 
which we have read, more than once, with great pleasure, first in a 
Magazine and then in book-form. 

Mr. Cozzens will have a pleasant time at Brussels, we doubt not ; but, 
for any thing he can say or do there to settle the qguestio verata of Copy- 
right, he might just as well stay at home, at his office, in Chembers 
street, New York. For the Publishers’ Resolution, which he is to ad- 
vocate, ainounts to an utter nullity, It declares that Copyright will be 
granted here, first so far as regards the protection only of such books as 
“are published and manufactured in this country ;” secondly, of books 
written by “ citizens of a country affording similar [similar to what ?] 
protection to the American authors,” and, finally, “ provided the book 
protected be published in this country, within a reasonable time after its 
issue at home.” 

First, If Mr, G. P. R. James, an English citizen, “ manufacture” and 
publish a book in this country, it is to be protected. He has so “ man- 
ufactured, and published ” with Harper & Brothers, of New York, and 
with Childs & Peterson, of Philadelphia, and they have copyrighted such 
of his works, insuring them, thereby, just as much protection as if he 
were an American citizen. 

Second, Mr. James’s works, so “ manufactured and published,” have 
this protection, though their writer belongs to a country which has no 
international copyright treaty with us, 

Thirdly, It is necessary, tor the required protection, that the book, if 
originally. produced abroad, be republished here, “ within a reasonable 
time after its issue at home.” What is a reasonable time? Who shall 


make a Procrustean rule to ascertain this? What may be reasonable in 
Last session of Congress, 


one case may be unreasonable in another, 
Mr. E. Joy Morris introduced a copyright bill (of which we have as yet 
only seen a newspaper version, though it would not materially have in- 
convenienced its author to have sent copies to the journals of his own 
city), and one of its provisions, we believe, was, that the foreign book 
to be protected should be republished here within a month or so—a 
thing utterly impossible where there were illustrations to be engraved 
here. Besides, this limit within “a reasonable time” has a tendency to 
Jorce booksellers to publish or neglect foreign bouks—to publish them 
on the mere announcement of their foreign appearance, or to reject 
them, because they may not choose to venture on the cost of reproducing 
books until they know, by their popularity abroad, that the speculation 
of republication would pay. 

Whatever may be the abstract riglits of foreign authors, we suspect 
that American readers will not favor any copyright provisions which 
increase the price of books. Bulwer, Dickens, Mrs. Gore, Miss Kav- 
anagh, Mrs. Trollope, Mrs. Gaskell, Charles Reade, and the thou- 
sand-and-one “ popular authors ” of England are now reprinted here by 
the Harpers, the Appletons, Tickno: & Fields, and other of our pub- 
lishers, and sold at a rate far, far below the value set on them in Eng- 
land. That is, for twenty-five to seventy-five cents, while the English 
price is seven dollars and a half. To be sure, the novel will be in three 
12ino. volumes in England, with a rivulet of type meandering through 
an ample meadow of margin, While it will be reproduced here, in octavo, 
double columns, with a clear type and good paper, What is the result? 
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In America the work, in this cheap form, sells by thousands, where the 
original work sells in England only by hundreds. Or, leaving these 
ephemera of literature, we turn to standard works of permanent value. 
or example, there is the concluding portion of Dr. Barth’s interesting 
Travels and Discoveries in North and Central Africa. Messrs. Harper 
are immediately reproducing it here, in one handsome octavo, profusely 
and elegantly illustrated, to sell at $250. The same, just published in 
London, in two volumes, at two guineas, ($8 50) while we see it adver- 
tised by Mr. Scribner, of New York, at $12, which is not much of an 
advance on the English price, considering the cost of freight, and the 
importation duty. Grant a copyright law, and there will either be no 
American reprint, or it will probably be as dear as the original English 
work. Say it is a third less, or even only $5, and the book, thus doubled 
in price, will sell in hundreds, where now, at $2 50, it will traverse the 
country in thousands, as the preceding two volumes have done. It has 
already struck us that the difficulty in the Copyright question mainly 
affects our public. What has made them possess more intelligence, all 
things estimated, than any other people now upon the face of the earth: ? 
What, but their being, essentially, a reading public? And what, save 
cheap books, has enabled all of them to read? They want the brains of 
books, and do not so much mind their outward aspect. They do not 
go in fur the coxcombry of tall paper copies, such as the English public 
are saddled with, but want a reprint at a low price. The demand is so 
great that, even at the present Jow prices, the republication pays, and 
so every body in this country is a book-reader, while books are a luxury 
in England, too costly for common use and for ordinary folks, who, 
much needing mental nourishment, have only cheap reprints, including 
numerous indifferent works, and penny journals, and Reynold’s tales of 
blood and thunder. Here, every reader is on an equality, placed so by 
reproduction of good books at a low rate, and every body reads. 

It may be reminded that though the masses in England cannot afford 
to give seven or eight dollars for one of Bulwer’s, Scott’s or Dickens’ 
works, they can hire the reading of them at a circulating library. They 
ean. The charge of such reading, being allowed to keep the work fora 
week, is twenty-five cents, (a british shilling,) being about what the 
reader can buy to read at all times, an American reprint of the same 
work, 

We hear much of the claims of Authors—nothing of the claims of 
Readers. At this moment, eminently forgetful of the Edinburgh he- 
view taunt, as to who reads an American book, English publishers steal 
as much from us, at the least, as American publishers do from England. 
We say “‘at least ”"—but the balance should be struck, so far as English 
piracy is concerned, on the debtor side of the ledger. Our publishers, 
of late years, have allowed a reaction to set in. There was a time, and 
not very far distant either, when, urged by competition, our energetic 
publishers eagerly rushed on to seize, and rapidly reproduce, alinost 
every English book which seemed likely (either from its title or from its 
authorship) to be readable, and put them into the press, immediately 
after receipt. What a race of republication was run, in this way, a few 

ears ago, by Cary & Hart in this city, and Harper & Brothers in New 
York! At that time, except in the rare instances of Washington Irving 
and Cooper, the noveiist, scarcely any American author was reprinted 
in England. Times have changed. Scarcely any but first-class English 
books are now republished in this country, while alinost every American 
book is snatched up as soon as published, and reprinted in London. 
Where would Mr. Routledge, the great English republisher, now be, 
without American books for his railway and other low-priced librartes ? 

The New York Book-Publishers’ Association might as well ne¢ be 
“represented ” at the Brussels Congress, for their Resolution, which im- 
peratively demands that foreign authors’ books, to obtain protection in 
America, “shall be manufactured within its territory,” makes a nullity 
of the whole concern. There may be some mysterious meaning in the 
word “ manufacture,” as applied to books, so strongly used in the Pub- 
lishers’ Resolution. We have looked into Webster, and tind that * man- 
ufacture is the operation of making cloth, wares, utensils, paper, books, 
and whatever is used by man.” Therefore, book-making is a regular 
manufacture, and the Publishers’ Association (probably at the bidding 
of their sagacious secretary) have virtually resolved that foreign authors 
are not to have protection here unless they manufacture, (or make their 
books, according to Webster) in the United States! What a pity it is 
that the Association could not draw up a plain and intelligible Reso- 
lution. 

We congratulate the Association, however, on being represented, at 
Brussels, by a gentleman of undoubted character and talent. If he can 
understand the resolution which he has to present, and the answers 
which the Association have given to the “questions for discussion at 
the Congress,” it is much more than we have been able todo. The 
* Yes” and “No” replies seem interjected pretty much at hap-hazard. 

Individually, we dare say, the majority in the Association would prefer 
having the Copyright question allowed to remain in statu guo—that is, 
wholly at any man’s option to republish how and what he pleased.

Of such books as Wat- 
son’s Practice; Dunglison’s Dietionary; Ferguson’s Surgery; Miller’s Sur- 
gery; Churchill’s Works; Carpenter's Physiologies ; Wilson’s Anatomy ; etc., 
ete.: hundreds of copies were duplicated. 

The heaviest line in the catalogue was the new book for the Holidays, 
published by E. H. Butler & Co. of Philadelphia, entitled Gallery of Famous 
English and American Poets, 1 Vol imperial 8vo. 100 Steel Engravings , of 
which upwards of 300 copies were sold, amounting to over $2,500.

In reference to a paragraph quoted from an American paper, to the effect 
that Mr. Murray “ undertook to give Dr. Livingstone £20.0 out of the pro- 
ceads of the first edition of 12,000 copies, and that when the se:ond edition 
was called for the publisher wrote to the author that he should bave a third 
of the profits,” the Atheneum informs us that “ Mr. Murray did not calculate 
probable proceeds, but paid 2000 guineas at ence, and that, instead of pro- 
mising one-third of the profits of future editions, he undertook to pay two- 
thirds.” It is doubtful whether the circulation of such accounts as these, 
unless from sources which may be relied on for absolute correctness, is not 
ealculated to do more harm than good to the interests of both authors and 
publishers. These arrangements are matters of private business, and however 
curious they may be as items of literary history, it is better that they should 
be considered as such till the period arrives when it may be proper for them 
to be made public in documentary evidence which will place their correct- 
ness beyond a doubt.

8vo., of 
which 2 vols. are now ready, and will appear under the especial sanction 
of the Cardinal Archbishop of Malines, at which place it is being printed in 
the establishment of M. Dessain. 


Tue Astor Lisriry.—Dr. Cogswell, the Librarian of this institution, 
prints a letter in Zhe Post explaining its present condition. While it was 
closed, during August, Dr. C. gave it a thorough revision, and, finding that 
all its shelves were filled, it naturally occurred to ascertain by count what is 
its capacity in number ef volumes, The count showed a round number of a 
hundred thousand and some odd hundreds of volumes The first period of 
its history may be regarded as now complete. It is full, and it has reached 
a size which entitles it to rank with the first-class libraries of the country. 
Its history is a short one. It was not until January, 1849, that any considetahle 
purchases of books were made for it; in February, 1854, it was opened for 
use, with a collection exceeding seventy thousand volumes, and © ma it has 
completed its second lus rum it has passed a hundred thousand, which is its 
plenum without making alterations in its present internal arrangement. Its 
exte:it, numerically, would afford a very imperfect criterion of its value, for 
a library, of all things, is the last which can be estimated by statistical data, 
The most that can be claimed for it in this connection is, that it has reached 
a number with which it is possible for it to be well furnished in all its de- 
partments, and so it could not be while it fell much short of it. The doctor 
adds that it is not, and was never meant to be, a library for amusing and 
popular reading, and in that fact is embodied the answer to the two common 
complaints—that the books are not allowed to circulate. and that it is not 
kept open in the evening; to leave out of consideration, that te provide for 
the additional expenses of an evening use of the library would absorb cer- 
tainly one-half of its fund for the purchase of new books, without accommodat- 
1ug a dozen individuals in the community. The plan on which it isnow ad- 
ministered was deliberately adopted, and known to be in entire accordance 
with the intentions of the founder, its wisdom and expediency have been 
proved by experience and if the library is t» attain and preserve a high 
character, it will never be abandoned until the country abounds in similar 
cvllections. The invested fund yields about $13,000 a year, of which $7,000 
gues for expenses, leaving $6,000 for books. More than 20,000 volumes have 
been added since 1854 including some exceedingly rare books, such as Count 
Bastard’s Peintures et Ornements des Manusrrits, depuis le IV. siécle, jusqu’ au 
XVI, in folio max., of which tweaty numbers only have been published, at 
a cost of $7,000, but now so much reduced in price as to cost the library but 
one thousand. Higden's Polychronicon, printed by Caxton, 1482, cost $370; 
same book, printed by Wynkyn de Worde, 1495, $150; Glanvilla de Proprie- 
tatibus Rerum, by the same, 1494, $150; Perret Catacombes de Rome, $300; 
Exploration scientifique d° Algerie, $300; Boisserée Sammlung alt-nieder- 
deutscher Gemilde, $100; Gelpke-Ordres de Chevalerie, $150; Wilkins’s 
Edition of Spellman’s Concilia N. Britanniw, 3120. And at least 50 volumes 
beside, which cost on an average $50 each, amounting in all to $5,000 for 
about eighty volumes. In auswer to the question, what is the use made of 
the Library! Dr. Cogswell says it is the daily resort of a considerable num- 
mer of studious men, whose attendance for years proves that it must be both 
agreeable and profitable to them; the occasional resort of all persons who 
have need of books they can find nowhere else ; and it is often used by theo- 
logians, lawyers and physicians, although the city abounds in ede libra- 
ries for each of the professions ; and ladies sometimes deign to spend an hour 
or two in its alcoves, particularly when we have anything new and pretty 
for theta to see The building recently erected, which doubles and ennobles 
the front of the Astor Library, is the gift of Mr. W. B. Astor. It is now 
nearly finished, and in the course of the coming year its walls will be suffi- 
ciently dry to make it safe for books. This new building is similar in most 
respects to the one now in use, with which it communicates through an arched 
passage in each story. The main entrance remains as at present, so that 
only one main stairway is needled, which leaves the ground floor of the new 
building entire. Upon this floor are two spacious and beautiful saloons, each 
6) feet by 40. separated by a common entrance hall At the north end of 
this hall is a flight of iron stairs for occasional use, leading to the main library 
floor. At the other end it connects through a similar hall, with the vestibule 
at the foot of the marble stairway of the present library. The whole area be- 
tween the aleoves of the new library is unbroken from front to rear, by the 
stairs being made to come in on the side, which gives an ample reading-room 
100 feetin length by 30 in width. The aleoves around are intended for 
books, and are constructed on the same plan as in the present library-room, 
with corridors along the walls, and winding stairs ascending to the galleries 
and the second story. No particular appropriation has yet been made of the 
two saloons on the ground floor. Should they hereafter be used for books,
